fRED MAU, JR., IS KILLED 



Accident Happens Sunday Evening Be- 
tween Deerficid and Shermervilfe and 
was Due to Carelessness

Last Sunday ovening at about 9 o'clock 
n St. Paul passenger train had a head-on 
eol Union with a small motor handcar, be- 
tween the villages of Deerfield and Sher- 
merville-. 

Fred Mau, Jr., an employe of the Illinois 
Book company of Deerfield, accompanied 
by Matt Rohr, a barkeeper employed at 
tho Fred Anderson saloon of tho same 
placo, Sunday evening left Deerfield on o 
small handcar, the property of tbo formei. 

Tho two men, apparently new hands nt 
operating one of those cars, oponed wide 
tho throttle when just outside the depot at 
Deerfield and tore down tho tracks, bound 
for Shermerville. 

When about half way from Deerfield 
they were bore down upon by the fast mail 
train which waa on its way north. 

There was a crash, a hissing of steam, 
a startling cry and then the scene of the 
catastrophe was clad in the darkness of the 
night. 

The engineer, who swears that he had 
teen sounding his whistle all along the 
tracks, threw on the brakes, the reverse 
Jever waa thrown over, and with a moan 
the engine stoppod fully a half block from 
the sceno of the disaster. The crew went 
forward but there was nothing to be found 
but a few scattered pieces of the wrecked 
motor car, and a search was mado for the 
victims. 

The engineer of the train was tho first 
to discover the corpse of one of the victims 
which was lying below the embankment, 
300 feet from the track. 

A hurried search of tho man's clothing 
revealod his identity and the body was 
conveyed to the baggage car. 

Soon the party of searchers came upon 
another body lying across the trucks. An 
examination proved that the man was still 
alive, but that unless aid arrived in a short 
time he woukl die, as both lower limbs had 
been severed under the Riant wheels of the 
engine. 

A stretcher wns hastily constructed and 
the injured man was conveyed to tho bag- 
gage car, where he was pluced alongside 
his unfortunate companion. 

The men wero taken to Chicago and ono 
of the victims rushed to a hospital. Re- 
ports sent out state that Mau had boon in- 
stantly killed and ; that there are some 
hopes of saving Hour's life, although the 
chances are very slight. 

Fred Mau, Jr., who was employed by 
tho Illinois Book company, leaves a wife 
and four children to mourn his donth. 

Matthew Rohr has ono daughter, Miss 
Ethel, who is but eicht years of ago. Mr. 
Rohr was employed as bartender at the 
Fred Anderson saloon' at Deerfield. 

It is now known that a third party was 
mixed up in the bad smashup, bis name 
being C. Carroll, who is employed by the 
St. Paul as operator in tho tower station 
at Deerfield, and ho is undoubtedly to 
blame for the whole thing as ho escaped 
without a scratch. 

Mau and Rohr were waiting at Shermer- 
ville to take the train to Deerfield when 
Carroll came along nnd asked them to ride 
with him on the gasoline car, and they ac- 
cepted tho invitation. Carroll know that 
he was doing something which was strictly 
against tho rules of tho railroad when bo 
asked them to ride, and its therefore plac- 
ed in a bad position, whoro he will have to 
bear the full responsibility of the accident 
which caused the death of one man and 
probadly two. Carroll saw the express 
train bearing down upon their Utile car 
end, abandoning his companions, jumped 
from the car and escaped with hardly a 
scratch.

Their petition 
contuins a majority of all tho voters in the 
township ns required by law. 

Supervisor Lainey presented a rouion- 
strance signet by forty-three citizens of 
the township. In this petition it is al- 
leged: ''That the* vi'lnge of Barrington 
at the election held April 21, 1908, bvcarao 
anti-saloon territory, and that the evident 
purpose of the applicants for such license 
is to, provide moans for securing intoxicat- 
ing liquor to the residents of Barrington 
desiring tho same, who can not securo it 
within suit! village, and that the granting 
of such license by you will tend to lesson 
to the residents of said village tho benefi- 
cent results of the recent election. Your 
attention is also called to tho fact that it is 
alleged and generally believed that the ap- 
plicants for such license have for some timo 
been engaged in the unlawful selling of 
liquor at Cuba station, and without license 
from your honorable body." The petition 
and remonstrance are in the hands of the 
committee on license.

Judge Frost held that it was not for the; 
court to decide who was tho real overseer 
of Zion City. He said Mr. Dowie had no 
right to confer the title, that it was for tho 
others interested in Zion City \o decide 
thisjproposition, those who contribute to the 
support und maintenance of the organiza- 
tion. Judge Frost claimed that neither in 
life nor in will aftpr death did Dowie have 
tbe right to name his successor. 

Judgo Fiost granted tbe motion for the 
dissolution of the injunction and Attorney 
Lewis, who represents Voliva, will pre- 
pare an order for tho court to sign in Chi- 
cago.

On the second ntjempt the harness broke 
nnd when the third attempt was made 
tho rope about the colt's neck choked it to 
death, so that when it reached the top of 
well he was at tbe last gasp and died at 
once.

Arriving at the station at 12:30 the party 
was escorted to the lake front, where nn 
examination of the marine construction 
work waa commenced. All members of the 
party were heartily pleased with the rapid 
strides appareat. 

Although the party spent tho entire hour 
at the station not one member of the associ- 
ation was able to locate a single flaw in 
the work already completed. The party left 
the naval training site at 2o'clock for Lake 
Forest, where members swapped golf balls 
and romped around Onwentsia all after- 
noon. 

In the evening a banquet was served to 
the half hundred at the golf ground club 
bouse. 

Capt. Hood, of tho British navy, who 
at present is acting as the British attache 
to this country, was unable to be in attend- 
ance, but it is understood that ho will visit 
the station next week. 

During the year President Theodore 
Roosevelt and Secretary of War Taft are 
scheduled to visit the station.

The B 'Oiler Fngineering Company of 
Philadelphia was awarded the contract 
for the construction of the large electric 
heatint? and pumping plant, when it was 
learned that their bid which amounted to 
8125,000 wns the lowest bid offered to 
the government, after no less than forty 
other bids had been taken into considera- 
tion. 

This is one of the largest contracts let by 
the government for work to be performed 
utLnke Bluff and thousands of eastern 
and western firms have awaited tho decis- 
ion as to who would secure the contract for 
tho past threo months. 

The B'Oiles Engineering Compiny of 
Philadelpia is one of the largest construct- 
ion companies in the world. The officials 
of the company announce that the new 
work will be Btatod within ten days. A 
force of not less than 300 men will bo put 
to work in order to rush the job. 

This large plant, which will all be hous- 
ed under one roof, will be constructed on 
tho lake front "at tho northeast corner of 
tho reservation. 

Bids for the construction of tho large 
concrete tunnels, which will lend from the 
pumping, heating and electrical station 
will be advertised for next week. 
An appropriation alio *s over $175,000 to 
to bo spent in the construction of these 
tunnels. 

No electrical wire, heating pipes orother 
appliances will be above the ground. All 
such conveniences will bo place in conduits 
buried seven feet under the level of the 
ground. 



James Bower, 21 Years Old, Blows 
Brains With Shot Gun 

James Bower, aged 21, who resides at 
the home of his brother-in-law, Mr. George 
Cleveland, at Rollins, where he was em- 
ployed as a farm hand, committed suicide 
early last Thursday morning by blowing 
out his brains with a shot gun. 

Mr. Bower, according to the statements 
of the family, retired early Wednesday 
evening in an apparently happy frame of 
mind. He was heard to get up as usual 
the next morning about the time to care 
for the cattle and but a few minutes later 
a shot was heard in the yard at the rear of 
the residence, just north of the milk house. 
Mr. Cleveland, who was in bed at the 
time, rushed out and found the young man 
lying face downward, dead. 

Tho suicide's skull was badly fractured 
and death must have ensued soon after the 
act was committed. 

Mr. Bower's mother and father are both 
dead. He leaves two sisters and a host of 
relatives to mourn his demise. 

Coroner Taylor was summoned and an 
inquest held and it was learned that the 
young man had been ailing all winter and 
that at times he felt despondent. 

The young man, according to Mrs. Cleve- 
land's statements at the inquest, had been 
comnlaining of late about feeling sick. He 
was taken to Grayslake where a doctor had 
made an examination. The doctor told 
him that if he did not feel better in a few 
days, after taking the medicine prescribed, 
to come back and see him again, but the 
lad stated the next day that he was feeling 
a great deal better. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that the young man came to his death by 
suicide.

Drawing an open hunting knife on at 
least a dozen Waukegan high school ath- 
letes who had been carrying on n general 
free-for-all flirtation with a girl who he 
claimed as his sister, a Zionite, probably 
just old enough to know better, caused a 
panic on one of tbe Chicngo & Milwaukee 
Electric cars late Saturday afternoon when 
he made a lunge at one of the lads and 
when he threatened to "clean up the 
bunch." 

The lad was quickly quieted by other 
Zionites in the car, but he continued to 
make threats all tho way down Wash- 
ington street, although the incident occur- 
red at Bench. 

Tho local lads, it was later learned, had 
aroused the boy's jealousy when they at- 
tempted to hold a flirtation with hi8 best 
girl. The girl appeared willing to cut up 
with the boys and this tended to increase 
the Zionite's ire. 

Waukegan athletes seemed to be spoil- 
ing to repay the Zionite for her kind re- 
mnrks, but the presence of Professor Steb- 
bins seemed to put a check on anything of 
this description. 



With tho aid of the cloth suspenders 
which he had torn off from his blue rib 
overalls which he had worn for three 
or four months, an unknown, evidently a, 
wanderer by nature rather than by luck, 
committed suicide by hanging himself 
from a three inch maple sapling .by the 
side of the long road which runs north 
from Gurnee, at a locality about a half 
mile from the little village. 

Lee Hook, tho village mailman, found 
the body of the suicide swinging from 
the sapling, which had been surrounded by 
small twigs purposely cut from neighboring 
trees and stuck in the ground surrounding 
the tree on which the unknown committed 
suicide, to delay the finding of the body. 
The body, according to tho corner's state- 
ment, had not been swinging long when 
found. 

The method used by the suicide to end 
his life was a very extraordinary ono, inas- 
much as when the body was lowered from 
the tree, it was discovered that the loop end 
of the suspenders did not encircle the 
neck, but instead had been looped around 
the chin. 

Corner Taylor, upon learing of the sui- 
cide, hastened to Gnrnee for the purpose 
of iuquiring as to the causes of his death. 
A jury was quickly picked up and later 
determined that the man had died by 
hanging, a 6uicide. 

The only clues picked up which might 
lead to identification of the body were in- 
itails found on the man's underwear. 
The follow initials were found on tbe cloth-' 
itg: "G," ••R,"-B,"and"R.a" 

It was learned later that tue man ppent 
part of Sunday wandering, about Wauke- 
gan. Sunday evening, about 8:80, he ap- 
proached Juke Dietmeyer and wus about 
tomukea'*touch" for something to eat 
when his nerve failed. Juke, in his good 
nutured fashion, however, was wise to ■'J?\~^.

Guthrie, Okla, — Two spans of tho 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe bridge 
across tho Canadian river at Purcell, 
Okla., went out Saturday night and 
traffic between Oklahoma. City and- 
Texas has been suspended over that 
line. The Cottonwood river here is 
within three feet of the top of tho 
banks and the citizens fear another 
flood. Serious damage has resulted 
to crops throughout tho state.

KILLS HIMSELF WHILE INSANE. 



Berlin. — An attempt was made Mon- 
day to burn down the old St. Paulus 
Catholic church at Moablt, belonging 
to the Dominicans, which was crowd- 
ed with people assembled to hear a 
sermon by the famous Dominican 
monk, Bonaventurl. About 1,800 per- 
sons were present, including more 
than a thousand women and children, 
to hear the mass. 

While tho congregation was kneel- 
ing in silent prayer some onb Informed 
Father Bonaventurl that the church 
was afire. Without alarming the con- 
gregation, he coolly stepped over to 
the priest who was celebrating mass 
and requested him to close the serv- 
ice. 

The priest left the altar and spoke 
to his six assistants, who walked down 
tho aisles and whispered to the pew- 
holders that an Insignificant blaze had 
broken out and that they had better 
leave the building as soon as possible. 
At this time the entire roof of tho 
church was a mass of flames and the 
fire brigade was hurrying to the burn- 
ing building. Those in the church, not- 
knowing the extent of tho blaze, for- 
tunately did not realize their peril, and 
on the clergy's request made their exit 
rapidly and In an orderly manner. 

When they reached the streets they 
found the firemen drawn up, with lad- 
ders against the walls. The fire fight- 
ers discovered that nearly a dozen 
firebrands, soaked with petroleum, 
had been distributed about various 
parts of the roof. The flames were 
extinguished with dlfllculty after great 
damage had, been done. The police 
suspect a gang of incendiaries, who, 
it is stated, set fire to the old Garrison 
church, which was destroyed on April 
14 last. 

Tho firemen declare that only the 
coolness of the clergy prevented a 
great disaster.

The picture waa pralBed by at leaBt 
one person who appreciated Its ex- 
cellence, so Alma-Tadema used to de-. 
clare; for the old woman was wont 
to remark that It was much better 
than those common oilcloth things 
that always let the water through, as 
the picture of Alma-Tadema's making 
was a good thick one, with plenty of 
paint on It. — Sunday Magazine. 



Hunter's Strange Trophy. 

The skull of a deer with Its horns 
fastened In the fork of an alder tree 
not more than six Inches In diameter 
and three feet from the ground, par- 
tially covered with bark that has 
grown over It In tho years since the 
unfortunate animal met Its death, was 
found by C. P. Oldenburg in the for- 
ests of Fidalgo Island while hunting 
several days ago.
